Tho coal in cur 
bunkers now only amount { to ten ions, and as 
wo were convinced of the impossibility of 
refloating the ship, L ordered her to be blown up, 
which was done after the crew had been landed.

Devenish do? ‘Fie Bank officiala replied that 
ihe Indy's signuture wonkl be sufficient, 
“ Hurris” then called upon Sirs. Dovenish ond 
represouted that he was a frioud of hor husband’s 
aud owed him a mattor of two handred yon. Ho’ 
found, however, thit Captain Devonish was 
away from Kobe, and therefore hoe would oak 
her to sign two papors, which hé'would leave at 
the Chartered Bank, where her hu-band must 
apply on his return for the mouvy due. By this 
clever ruso the msn secured Mrs Devenish’s |° 
siguiture, and ommedistely presented the 
endorsed draft at the bank, where it- wus 
duly cashed. -A&s was to bo expected, the 
document was returnud from Hongkong 
marked “no offects,” and application has beon 
made by the Bank to Mrs, Doyenish for repay- 
mout ot the two hundnd yeu paid “ Harris.”

THE BOXER INDEMNITY QUESTION. 


A‘strikiug iliustration of tho methods of 
intr national action in Peking is rhown in the 
present qu stion of the Boxer indemuity. On 
Octuber 26 Chins wrote to the Powers offering: 
to consider the indemnity as a gold debt instead 
of.a silver debt, uud undertoking to pay. one 
million sterling in dischurge of thd arrears due 
to the difforency in tha payments alieady made 
and (o continue to pay in gold from January 1 
ouvards. How, did the Powers mect this credit- 
able offer? For some months no reply was 
sont at tll, tha Powors being unable to azreo 
ameng themselves as to what further conces- 
sious could be exacted from ¢ hina. ‘They finally 
demanded £1,£ 0,000 a3 arrears, and after xonie 
domur China. consented to pay £1,200,000 
though the’ Powers had no means of compel- 
ling hor to pay abything at all. Then, siter 
further dolay. and’ in the face of opposition 
frem several Powers, it was agree! that China 
could puroba e her gold in the open market 
throngh whatever. bank she chose and in 
wh wevar manner, whether by open tender or 
otherwise. Farthor it was ugreed that China 
could offer payment to the Powers ejlhor iv 
yold, by telegraphic (ronefer or draft, or in 
silv. r paid in Shanghai on tho basis of the pr'ea 
of tur silver in London. Allthe Powers have 
agreed to accep payment by _ telegraphic 
trunsfer except Russia, who, te the chagrin of 
the other Ministera—for tho exe -ption will give 
consider ble advantage + the Reueso- Chinese 
Bankk—hns accepted the offer that tho indemnity 
should be puid in silver in Shanghai. 

Since January 2 Chins: has hid £1,20°,000 
rexdy for psyment, upon which she is paying 5 

cent. interest. It reems incredible, but is 
the fact, that the Powers now insist that China 
shull pay them interest iu . addition, from 
Jounary 1 to the date of payment, at 4 per cunt. 
on thigsamount, which, owing to disagreement 
among themselves, they, have been unab‘e 
hitherto to accept. [nother words, the Powers, 
failing to determine among themselves the date 
when they will uecept payment, :impuse upon 
China a penalty equivalent to 2,000 taels (over 
(£20) aday till the date when they will consont 
toreceive payment, itishoped that Enylant 
will decline to accopt her share of this interest. 
Sev-ial of the Ministers sre understood 
privately to disapprove of the injustice of the 
proceeding, yet they voto for the injustice in 
order to p eserve the fiction of international 
bar snouy,— Tries.

CHINA INLAND MISSION. 


The 89th anniversary of the China Inland 
Mission was culebrated on Moy 9th at Ereter- 
hall, In the afternoon Mr, Theodore Howard 
presided, Mr, Marcus Wood presented. the 
annual report, which showed that 66 new workers 
bad been added to the staff in China, making o 
total of 828, and the number of baptisms had 
risen from 1,729 to 2,887, . Including the other 
mis-ions, it was estimated that 50,000 souls had 
been added to the Ohurch in China since the 
‘parsecntions of 1900, Tho circulation of the 

Scriptures lust year by tho three great Bible 
sociotivs—the British and Foreign; the. Scottish, 
and the American—had been about 2,300,000, 
and the numbor of publications circulated by 
the Central Chino Tract Society had ri-en from 
1,470,699 jin 1902 and 2171,655 in 1903 to 
2.539,18) iu 1904. . The destruction of idols by 
the people was reported with inc: en-iug 
frequency, The income of the mission, £ 0,£50, 
showed an increase of £4,123. Bishop Cass-ls 
gave a namber of recent iilustrations of the 
awakening ‘of the people in Western’ Uhins.

{HG NEW BRITISH NAVAL POLICY. 


Mr. Balfour, Promier, speakiog in the Housa 
of Commons on May I1th, on estimates, made 
a long speech on natioval defence and naval 
matters. Ho spoko for considerably over, an 
hour, Part rolateag to colonial defence is thus 
reported by the Times: —"

for tho defence of tho British Empire in all 
parts of the world our forco. should be. as far 
as possible concentrated at the contra of tho 
Empire, from which it could bo distributed 
as each necessity urose to that port of the 
Empire "which stcod most in neod of it. I 
have to. acknowledgo that this has rendered 
unnecessary exponditure which has been under- 
taken ondor a difforent view of our military 
needy, 1 mention that because it iso subject 
which has occupied the attention of the membor 
for the Forest of Dean 'Th» most notable caxe 
ja the casa of St. Lucia, The general problem 
was considered by a Commission, of which Lord 
Carnarvon was the head, and if was in deference 
to Lord Carnsrvon's recommendation that Bt. 
Lucia was made a great naval base. Ou of 
the reasons for making it a great naval bave 
was thet it was not further than 80- miles’ from 
tho Fronch nasal station in these seas. What 
wae a reason for having such a base at St. Lucia 
in Lord Carnarvon's time ix a reason for not 
having it there at the presont time. We have 
to take into account the theory of torpodo-boats, 
Jt is a distinct disadvantage for any harbour 
required as a pilaco of repair, refitting, and 
refreshment that it should be within easy reach 
of a hostile or potontially hostile Powor. Thore 
is more in the abandonmont of St. Tucia than 
that, Tho Defence Committee, who have 
considered tho matter with the advice of 
the Admiralty and War Office, “do not 
think St, Lucio is likely to be “the scone 
of any great naval operation. It ix not 
a pace which wo think could” be with 
advantago ‘used, or is likely to be_ required 
to be used, for ‘our purposes ; and with the 
modern battleship there sre strong, reiseps: 
for thinking that, in so for as we required 
any place of coaling and: refitment in theso 
sens, bath Jamaica and Trinidad would be 
better, ‘Tho harbour at St. Lucia, though 
sheltered, is not rery convenient, and does not 
hold a large Beot. ‘These are the reasons why 
St. Lucia ceases to-be regarded as a groat naval 
station, ‘Lbis is all im cbedience tom trond of 
opinion which Lord Carnarron’s committee 
were stronyly in favour of—namely, that we 
should conse to scatter our forces in small 
isolated hodies throughout the world, and that, 
we should concentrate them in . important 
tactical units, have them under our hand, ond 
be able to nee them in places whore they would 
bo most likely to control the hostile forces of 
any enemy we are likely to have ‘to deal witb.

prelude to the performing of the marriage 
according to Parsi, rites, The 
orthodox party protested’; somo stormy general 
meetings were held in Bombay, and altima: 

a laryo committee of the community was 
appointed,:sod selected a sub-committee, whioh 
in torn referred. the question of proeelytiam to « 
an oxpert body of men’ versed in Zoroastrian 
Joro, Europran savants wese also, consulted, 
and ultima ely ‘the exports reported, by a 
very large majority, that conversion to 
the faith was not disallowed by the Zend 
Avesta. Tho sub-committes, instead of adop-" 
ting the roport, wont into the question in its 
soci-1 bearings, and, finding. themselves about 
equally divided, esked the generel committee 
to consider the whole matter de n.vo. After 
much ungry debate, tho general committee came 
to the conclusion that the recogni i m of con- 
yersion to Zorvastrianism was jinuivisable and 
would be dissdvantageous in the present cir- 
cumstances ‘of the community, This decision 
has now been ratified at » densely packed mevt- 
iny o£ the commuuity, convened by the trustees 
of the charitable fands avd properties of the 
Parsi Punchsy+t, and pr-sided. over by Sir 


Jomsetjer Jeajeabh: y. The first resolution 
accepted the report of the general committee, 
and ‘declared that, “looking to the present 
religions and social condition of the Parsi 
community, it is inexpedient to admit 
professors of other religions inte Zoroastri- 
anism, because it would militate sgainst 
the original uoity and ancieat tradition of the 
commuuity and by iujurious to their interes’ 8.” 
‘As to porsons of other religions “ who had in 
some way or other got admitted into Zorous- 
trispiam, or pretended to have boon so 
admitted,” the mesting resolved that they had 
no right whatever to enjoy the privileges 
accorded to all true Zoroastrians of att-nding 
their fire temples or meetings of the community, 
or of benefiting in auy way from their reli sions 
fonds and endowments; also that any Parsi 
priest investing with the sacred /custee the 
professor of another religion should be excluded 
from the dischaige of all sneredotal fanctions. 
Tt wae decided to apply these rosolutiona not 
retrospectively in the caso of such children 
already recognized as Parsis, but, from that 
day forward, to the children born of any father 
or mother who was not by birth a Zorosstrian. 
Tho meeting was characterized by great 
enthusiasm and unanimity.
